Boise, Idaho, May 14.—W ith twelve 
Jurymen In the box. four of whom have 
been passed for cause by both 
the 
prosecution and 
the 
defense, and 
seventy-four talesm en yet to be called, 
the trial 
of 
William 
D. Haywood,’ 
charged with the m urder of former 
Governor h|eunenberg, opened Tues 
day morning with every prospect of 
a completed Jury before the end of 
the week. 
It Is adm itted, however. 
th at while the progress tow ards the 
selection of Jurymen is much greater 
than was anticipated, it is difficult to 
foretell what may be the outcome of 
the examination of the talesm en sum­ 
moned by the sheriff under the order 
for a special venire. 
The fact that 
thirty-five of this num ber presented 
excuses and th at of these, twenty-four 
were excused, shows an extrem a re­ 
luctance to serve on the jury and also 
the leniency of the court. 
Another 
feature that may prolong the work of 
securing a jury Is the wide range giv­ 
en by the court to both sides In the 
examination of the talesm en. 
Seldom has either prosecution 
or 
defense been perm itted by any court 
to search so deeply into the history or 
the present m ental attitude of a pros 
pectlve Juryman. 
Not since the ex 
am ination of talesm en commenced ha-* 
there been a hint of objection to this 
wide latitude from the court or from 
each side. 
The prosecution has 
in 
every case endeavored to bring out 
the connections of the Juryman since 
the m urder of the form er governor, 
but when the talesm en 
have 
been 
turned oyer »o the attorneys for 
the 
defense the 
*nge of questions has in­ 
variably wid ■ d. 
In view of the fact 
th at the charge on the face of the in­ 
dictm ent Is one of m urder, the ram ifi­ 
cations of the alleged conspiracy lead 
lug up to the m urder are indicated by 
the questions put by counsel for the 
defense, 
At very great length. E. F. R ichard­ 
son. who so *ar has conducted the ex 
am ination, among other things, inva­ 
riably goes into the relations of the 
talesm en under exam ination with un 
ton labor and with w hat is known as 
the Citizens' Alliance, an organization 
of the citizens of Boise which is op 
posed to union labor in the sense that 
it was organized some years ago, when 
it was thought that the demands of 
union labor in this city were oppres 
sive and a n.ndrance to the progress 
of the city. 
From 
the 
answ ers it 
would appear that the C itizens’ Alli­ 
ance is not widely known. 
Haywood is, perhaps, the m ost In­ 
teresting personage In the courtroom. 
The man who has of late years been 
a dominant factor in the W estern Fed­ 
eration of .Miners shows less intensity 
of interest in the proceedings than any 
one around him. 
U pwards of forty 
new spaper men from every part of 
the United States 
and representing 
every policy and all politics are h e re 
to rejjort a case in which he Is the 
central figure. 


TRAVELING EXPENSES. 


Legislature Fails to Provide an 
Appropriation. 
Austin, May 14.—The act of the 
special session providing for the ap­ 
pointm ent of two deputy state reve­ 
nue agents, to be under the supervision . 
of the state renenue agent, to ald in 
the collection of taxes, and requiring! 
close enforcem ent of all of the tax i 
I 
laws, will not be operative for some 
time, owing to the fact that no a • 
proprlaflon was made for the expens­ 
es of the deputies. T heir salaries are 
provided for, but no designation for 
their expense is found in the bill. The 
governor will hardly veto the bill, but 
perm it it to become a law and depend 
upon the next legislature to make a 
special appropriation to pay the trav 
eling expenses of the deputy revenue 
agents. There are several applications 
for the places, but they will harly ask 
for the appointm ent upon discovering 
the omlsnion of traveling expenses 
Under the prescribed duties of th<> 
deputies a great deal of traveling was 
to be necessary, which would more 
than eat up the salaries named. 
The 
appointm ent of the two deputies was 
made entirely discretionary with the 
governor, hence it will not be neces­ 
sary to appoint the deputies, though 
It was known that the governor w a­ 
t t s originator of the deputy revenue 
agent idea, and the defect In the bill 
will likely prove of no small dlsa: 
polntm ent to the executive. 
Quite an error was discovered In 
the Looney bill to simplify trials for 
the contest of local option election* 
The house comm ittee added a new* sec 
tlon, and as enrolled, It provides th at 
“lf no contest is filed within sixty 
days from the taking effect of this act 
it shall be conclusively presumed that 
the said election, as was held, was 
valid in all things and binding upon 
all courts.” 
Of course, it should have read: 
“ 
no contest is filed within sixty days 
after the election,” ect., end not aft­ 
er the taking effect of the act. A visit 
to the senate enrolling departm ent 
shows th at the house am endm ent was 
copied into the enrolled bill as it was 
brought over from the bouse. 
The 
am endm ent has the official signature 
of the chief clerk of the house with 
the notation ‘‘adopted." Therefore th*4 
erro r occurred in copying the amend 
m ent somewhere in the house. 
It is not thought the error will Im­ 
pair the bill.

With Very Little Work a Good Road­ 
bed May Be Maintained. 


Once m ore we take up our parable 
and Initial on farm er# m aking prep­ 
aratio n s to m ake 
the 
best 
possible 
roads they can o ut of th e m aterial at 
hand, w hich is ju st plain d irt, and 
tho m ore clay in It the b e tter. 
F arm ers are fooling aw ay the g reat 
bulk of th o lr road taxes every year 
by not using a drag.

pine, cedar, cottonw ood, soft m aple, 
box elder.

A log chain

45 degrees.

Kentucky whisky down in the flat 
boats to u point where they could be 
unloaded to a river steamer.

as the work w as arduous. 
Salt river became a bugaboo an.any 
the negroes, and it was from the ti ,- 
pleasant character of the work on th ­ 
river th at “a trip up Salt river” came 
to be used in politics to empress the 
destination of a defeated candidate. 
There is not a river captain or i lim. 
in Pittsburg who does uot know Salt 
river, and there are few who have not 
Bought Shelter within its mouth when 
the ley was running out of the Ohio.
